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Do's and Don'ts of Dairy Cow 
First Aid 


q] First aid to dairy cows means 
recognition of trouble, early treatment 
and good judgment about calling a 
veterinarian, states WISCONSIN AGRI- 
CULTURIST AND FARMER. 

Any dairyman knows when every 
thing is normal in the herd, but he 
should constantly be on the lookout 
for any change that may indicate 
trouble. When he spots something 
abnormal, he should know what to do 
and have the equipment to take care 
of it. 

WRONG: Any changes in a cow 
such as going “off feed,’’ a sudden 
drop in milk production, coughing, 
watery eyes, trembling or diarrhea 
indicate something is wrong. 

Dairyman Victor Powell, Richland 
County, Wis., keeps a sharp eye out for 
any of these signs. When a cow ap- 
pears to be off, he feels her ears and 
nose, listens to her paunch and smells 
her manure. Any change in her breath- 
ing, heartbeat, temperature or diges 
tion may mean trouble. 

This diagnosis isn’t foolproof, 
though. Cows with milk fever or 
acetonemia may not show signs before 
they go down. 

“Do’s AND DOoNn’Ts’’: When you 
get down to specific ailments, here are 
some definite do’s and don'ts. 

When a cow has milk bloat, for 
example, Powell puts a rope or stick in 
her mouth to get the air out 


Sometimes, however, bloat comes on 
suddenly. Then there’s no time to 
wait for a vet or to try a home remedy. 
A cow that’s down and badly bloated 
may need to be tapped immediately 
with a trocar and cannula or pocket 
knife to save her life. Tapping is a 
last resort. 

You can’t treat a cow that’s down 
with milk fever. Your first job is to 
call a veterinarian. Be sure you keep 
the cow from stretching out on her 
side until the vet comes. In this 
position she may die from bloat 

LAMENESS: Lameness means some 
kind of trouble, and often it’s a sign of 
foot rot. A lame animal should be 
checked for any swelling in the leg and 
then for a sore foot. 


Coal tar, chlorine and other remedies 
work for foot rot. But when infections 
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are deep, or are not caught in time, an 
antibiotic may be needed to knock 
them out. 

Next to recognizing ailments, good 
equipment for treatment is most 
important. In the barn of Harvey 
Welsh, Richland County dairy farmer, 
you'll find a medicine chest. 

EQUIPMENT: Some of the drugs he 
keeps for his herd are salve, louse 
powder, antiseptic powder to stop 
bleeding and a foot rot salve. 

Welsh keeps needles, knives and 
syringes in the house where they will 
stay clean and can be sterilized. 

Welsh likes to keep on hand a supply 
of the materials he uses most often. 
But he calls his vet for any really 
serious trouble. 

This is good thinking. No farmer 
should confuse first aid with home 
veterinary practice. First aid simply 
means using good sense to save Jater 
expense or to keep an animal alive 
until a qualified person gets a chance 
to give treatment. 


USDA Tests Coated Nylon 

Covers For Horizontal Silos 

€ Excellent wear life has been shown 
by two neoprene-coated nylon covers 
used for silage protection in horizontal 
silo bunkers at the Department of 
Agriculture’s research center, Belts- 
ville, Maryland. The nylon covers 
have shown superior wear life in 
comparison with other materials, and 
no measurable loss in strength. 

Bunkers were 14 to 16 feet wide; 
eight high, and 66 long, with sides of 
matched lumber lined with rolled 
asphalt roofing and floors of con- 
crete. Stacks were on the ground over 
well-drained sites. Silage was packed 
by tractors during the filling period. 

Edges were weighted with railroad 
ties, and the central portion with a 
two-to-three-inch layer of sawdust. 
Top spoilage losses were reduced to 
two pounds per square foot. Forage 
was harvested in May, and the silos 
opened for feeding in December. Sil- 
age preservation was excellent, almost 
90 per cent of the stored dry matter 
being fed. Spoilage was reduced to 
an almost negligible amount—aver- 
aging 0.4 pound per square foot. 


Prevent Spoilage 


According to the Department’s C. 
H. Gordon and J. R. McCalmont, 


“The distinctly lower initial cost per 
ton of storage capacity and the possi- 
bilities of fully mechanized filling and 
mechanical feeding or self-feeding of 
the silage have contributed to the in- 
creased popularity of horizontal silos 

“The results of these experiments 
have demonstrated that several type 
materials are satisfactory for prevent- 
ing spoilage associated with exposure 
to ait. Films supported by nylon, 
which are now entering the third year 
of use, are much more durable and less 
subject to accidental injury in hand- 
ling. The useful life of unsupported 
films will depend to a large extent on 
the care given them.”

Some things to watch include the 
following: 

Is your crop and animal production 
above average?

Are diseases and pests under con- 
trol? 

Is the size of your farm adequate? 

With this information available, you 
can determine how profitable your 
farm is and lay plans to correct the 
weak spots

Classification Schedule 


The following classification schedule is arranged by field territory. For appli- 
cauon blanks to have your herd classified, and for classification rules, write to The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. 


All registered Guernsey cows that have freshened are eligible to be classified. 
It is not required that they either be on official test or have an official record. On 
herd reclassifications, the owner is required to present all eligible cows not previ- 
ously classified, and all cows under eight years of age last classified either Very 
Good or Excellent. If your herd is to be part of a County or District classification 
program, and eligible for the lower fee, show this on your application. 


Fees are $3.00 per cow, with a minimum charge of $25.00 per herd. If 75 or 
more cows are classified in one day in a county or district program, the fee is $2.00 
per cow with no minimum herd fee. The $2.00 will also apply to an individual 
herd when 75 or more are classified. A minimum fee of $150.00 will be charged 
for herds with 50-74 head that are not part of a group plan. 


To facilitate the national fieldman arranging his classification itinerary, it is 
requested that your application be postmarked at least 30 days before 
the classification schedule. Schedules are subject to cancellation if there is 
not a sufficient number of applications received.

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11 Per Cent Increase in Production 
Testing 

HE past year was a banner year for produc- 

tion testing, as 38,809 cows were on HIR 

test in 999 herds, and 1,863 cows were on AR 

test in 141 herds. This total of 40,672 cows on 

test was 11 per cent higher than the previous 

year. The first, second, third and eighth high- 

est milk records of the breed were all made in 

1957, as well as the first, third, fifth and seventh 
highest butterfat records of the breed. 


Guernsey breeders can well be proud of this 
increase in production testing during 1957, and 
of the high production per cow. The challenge 
is to stimulate more production testing. 


DHIA vs. HIR Records 


STUDY TO ELIMINATE DUPLICATION—REDUCE 
CosTs 


Frequently, breeders suggest that there is an 
unnecessary duplication in doing both HIR 
and DHIA testing. At the last meeting of the 
Executive Committee, the staff presented a 
detailed report on the requirements and super- 
vision of DHIA records as compared with 
HIR. A further study is being made to con- 
sider the possible approval of DHIA records 
for HIR. At the May meeting of the Executive 
Committee, the staff will recommend require- 
ments to be met by state DHIA organizations 
before DHIA records would be considered for 
approval. The final objective of this program 
is to eliminate any unnecessary duplication, 
and thereby reduce the cost of testing. 

Let us assume that approval was given to 
accepting a DHIA record, on an IBM card, in 
place of our present HIR record. A consider- 
able amount of work would still have to be 
done to bring that record into the performance 
files in the Home Office. Name cards must be 
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ee 


punched for the cow, the sire, and the dam, and 
the record published in the Performance 
Register, included in the pedigree files, and 
made a part of any sire, dam and breeder 
recognition program. It is difficult to estimate 
the cost of this. However, the fee necessary to 
cover the cost would probably be about one- 
half or two-thirds of the present HIR fee. 

Many breeders who have their DHIA records 
processed in a central processing laboratory, 
using IBM equipment, undoubtedly wonder 
why the Home Office cannot accept a copy of 
their monthly test report for use in computing 
HIR records. The difficulty, principally, is 
that the only identification of the animal shown 
on the monthly IBM report is the registration 
number. Transposition of one number would 
lose the proper identification of an animal. It 
is our understanding that it is impossible for a 
central processing office to include the regis- 
tered name of an animal. As tattoo numbers 
are not used for identification on all Guernseys, 
these numbers are not available for this identi- 
fication. 

Recognition Programs 

A Committee, comprised of Delbert Kings- 
ton, chairman, Lloyd B. Wescott, and Howard 
Ziegler, are developing recommendations, 
which they will bring to the Executive Com- 
mittee in May, for recognizing outstanding 
sires and dams. 

A program for recognizing breeders who 
meet certain production, classification and 
other requirements, will also be presented to the 
Executive Committee.

He finally ran out of 
money, and they knocked the bull off 
to me at $4,500. To go with him, I 
purchased four of his daughters — 
out even having a chance to look ;

Wanted — Heavy Milking Cows 


The need for this bull, Flying Horse 
Master’s Monarch, and the spending 
of all the money necessary to get him, 
was not a spur of the moment thing. 
My experience as a farm owner, a 
Guernsey cattle breeder, and a lawyer, 
stretched over some 15 years. 


When just a youngster, my 
father, who was a race horse man, 
warned me that race horses did not 
give milk and usually went lame when 
you were about ready to make money 
with them. That is when I got an idea 
about breeding heavy milking cows. 

Why my wife and I didn’t get a farm 
sooner than we did, I'll never know. 
Every spring and fall before and after 
golf season, we would run all over the 


I was 


countryside looking at farms; but we 
never seemed to meet up with a real- 
estate salesman who had enough 
gumption to put a pen in my hand and 
say, ‘sign here.” 

No man ever does exactly what he 
plans in life and my plans didn’t 
include getting into the brewery 
business. But, through a client, | 
ended up a brewery proprietor. This 
incident, in a way, decided what breed 
of cows I would milk. An associate 
and neighbor across the road had a 
famous Holstein herd, but I was not 
about to compete with him. I had 
always been a little partial to Jerseys, 
so I sent to the Club for some litera- 
ture, and while I was writing I also 
mailed a similar letter to the Guernsey 
Club. The Guernsey people sent me a 
list of the breeders in my area, and 
when I found that I already knew and 
liked many of them, I decided that

we'd breed Guernseys together. 

My first purchases included 10 head: 
one bull and nine females. One of my 
friends at the auction offered me a nice 
profit on the young bull, but I told 
him that I was an agriculturist and not 

1 farmer. The difference is that the 
agticulentis makes his money in the 
city and spends it in the country. My 
cattle came to the farm and were un- 
loaded at night. I'll never forget what 
I saw the next morning. During the 
trip, one of the cows had choked to 
death. There she was, stretched out 
beside the road, where the unloading 
had taken place. 

Belle de Fleur, one of this group, 
gave me a lot of satisfaction, for she 
made the first National record at Colby 
Dale. We made two more National 
records with Dot’s Felice and Campus 
Maybelle, two cows I purchased dur- 
ing the next year or so. 


Almost Butchered Him 


In the next group, I bought the bull, 
Cesor Pontift’s Anchor. He looked 
like he was walking on stilts and had a 
body like a fence post. I was all for 
butchering him as soon as he got to 
the farm, but Mr. McKelvey, my 
farm manager then, kept putting it off. 
When Cesor’s first daughters fresh- 
ened, I was glad to admit that I was 
wrong, and he became our head bull.

By this time, I had studied pedigrees, 
breeding programs, genetics and the 
strong and weak points of the breed 
until I was convinced that what we 
needed was a larger, stronger, good- 
typed cow that was capable of pro- 
ducing large amounts of milk with a 
satisfactory level of fat. I also was 
convinced that the way to get that 
kind of a cow was to cross strong 
female lines carrying these character- 
istics. 

Up to this point in the breeding 
business, I felt that anyone who paid 
more than $200 or $300 for a bull was 
nuts. However, I soon realized that if

I was to further improve the inherit- 
ance for milk in my herd, I would have 
to spend a lot of time and money find- 
ing a bull that I thought could do the 
jo 
When I discovered that Flying Horse 
Master’s Monarch was being sold, 
ran the bull’s pedigree back ‘til there 
wasn't any place to go, and convinced 
myself that this bull could not miss in 
my herd. His ancestors had _ size, 
strength and good type. His three 
nearest dams’ milk records averaged 
18800 Ibs. of milk. The top and 
bottom lines of the pedigree went back 
to Lute of Indian Ridge, the founda- 
tion cow of the ‘‘Musical’’ family. His 
dam, Flying Horse Royal Rose, was a 
member of the ‘Patricia Rose’’ family 
that contributed so many good ani- 
mals to the Flying Horse Farm herd.

This type of mating, coupled with 
the production and size that they seem- 
ed to transmit, caused me to dig ex- 
tensively into the breeding background 
of the “Musical” big four—‘‘Flute,”’ 
“Lute,”’ “Primrose” and ‘‘Melody.”’ 

Alfalfa Farm Flute came to Flying 
Horse as a bred heifer. A granddaugh- 
ter of Lute of Indian Ridge, through 
Argilla Lute, this cow, in her 15 years 
of life, completed a National record of 
962 Ibs. of fat, Jr3—-365C—3x, classi- 
fied VG, and gave birth to 10 bulls 
and two heifers. Her daughters, Fly- 
ing Horse General's Flute and Flying 
Horse Colonel's Flute, have produced 
well and bred on, but it was through 
the activities of her 10 sons that the 
name “‘Flute’’ was heard of all over 
America. With such bulls as Flying 
Horse Farm Royal, Flying Horse 
Footprint, Flying Horse Bandmaster, 
Flying Horse King’s Leader, Flying 
Horse King’s Flute, Flying Horse Se- 
lect’s Drummer, Flying Horse Flute’s 
Colonel, Flying Horse Musicmaker 
and Flying Horse Flute’s Major in 
service, the old cow will have quite a 
list of top progeny. 

Alfalfa Farm Primrose, a maternal 
sister to Argilla Farms Flute, by Doug- 
laston Prince Royal, came to Flying 


Horse as an open heifer for the sum of

Flying Horse 
Select’s Primrose, her daughter, made 
a Class leading record of 815 lbs. of fat 
in GG and sold for $2,550. She was 
later repurchased in the Sterlingold 
Dispersal by Mr. Pingree for $5,500. 

This next half of the Musical big 
four are daughters of Argilla Lute, a 
maternal sister to Argilla Flute. 

Alfalfa Farm Lute was born in Janu- 
ary, 1935, and was purchased in the 
Alfalfa Farm Dispersal. She was the 
first three-year-old at Topsfield in 1938, 
made a National record of 17378 
1058 in class BB, 3x, and later classi- 
fied VG. She was the mother of four 
sons and six daughters. Flying Horse 
Royal Lute, a daughter by “Royal,” 
made 12811—-747 in GG, 3x, and her 
daughter, Flying Horse Master's Lute, 
sold for $5,600 to Langvalley Farms. 
Flying Horse Lute’s Colonel, one of 
her sons by Chedco Colonel, was used 
extensively by Tri-State Breeders, 
Westby, Wisconsin. 

Corey Garey, manager at Flying 
Horse Farm, has written that the name 
Catamount Melody needs only to be 
mentioned in Guernsey circles for 
people to express themselves about the 
cow. The study of her accomplish- 
ments spots her as one of the greatest. 

Melody’s first calf, by ‘“Royal,”’ was 
Flying Horse Royal Piper, and he 
spent his entire active life at Walker 
Farms, in Stoneville, Mississippi. He 


left 285 registered progeny in the herd 
with 86 AR daughters. His full sister, 
Flying Horse Royal Melody, com- 
pleted a record of 13714—736—Jr2 
365C—3x, and was sold to Foremost 
Farm in the 1945 Topsfield Sale. 

The daughter of Catamount Mel- 
ody, called Flying Horse Clara's Mel- 
ody, made a two-year-old class leading 
record of 11551—-637—305C—3x, and 
was the mother of six sons, including 
the full brothers, Flying Horse Clara’s 
General and Flying Horse Clarinet 


General, all of which seem to be doing 
well in different sections of the country. 


A complete summary shows old 
“Melody” to be the mother of nine 
bulls and six heifers. Many pages 
could be filled with the works of this 
family, but here we will just mention 
one of her popular younger sons, 
Flying Horse Melody Master, grand 
champion at the 1953 National, and 
All-American in 1954, the senior sire at 
Flying Horse Farm. 


"Monarch" In Use 


I used the ‘Monarch”’ bull across 
the board without worry as to indivi- 
dual matings. He was nota large bull, 
but was very active, sure and quite 
attractive in appearance. As his calves 
came along, I noticed that they had 
lots of size and strength, but were not 
put together too smoothly. When the 
two-year-olds began to come into 
production, my manager (C. L. Cole) 
and I were concerned about their type, 
even though they milked up to 50 ibs. 
and were the hungry kind. We de- 
cided that with the 57 daughters, we 
had used the bull enough, and so laid 
him up. 

Later, an Artificial Association asked 
for a price on him. After some dicker- 
ing, the bull left home and we re- 
ceived a down payment of $2,000. His 
conception did not prove satisfactory, 
so we brought him back home. Here, 
I had my second chance to keep the 
bull, but again succumbed to a $2,000 
offer. This time the bull left home for 
good. 
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901 Tons From 28 Cows 


[ gave the “Monarch” daughters all 
names that started with the letter 
“M.” There were about 60 of them 
born, and now that the bull is out of 
the picture, here is his record in our 
herd: We have 28 of his daughters that 
have produced 901 tons of milk in 159 
lactations. The classification sheet 
shows him with two Excellents, 12 
Very Goods, 10 Desirables and four 
Acceptables. Fifteen of the original 60 
were sent to the butcher for various 
reasons, but only three went there be- 
cause they didn’t milk. Seventeen 
females and a dozen bulls were sold for 
breeding purposes, bringing in some 
$15,000. The remarkable thing about 
the bull’s daughters was the unbeliev- 
able improvement in type, production 
and general appearance they made as 
they reached maturity. These large, 
open, sharp cows have their frough 
spots here and there, but age has 
worked for them. Now they really 
show that remendous milking ability 
that I had hoped to get. “Monarch’’

Willow Brook Monarch’s Envy, the 
oldest daughter, and one I purchased 
with the bull, was the first one to cut 
loose and let us in on what “Monarch” 
might do for us. She has made five 
class leading records, three National 
firsts, and still holds three class leader 
milk records. For four consecutive 
lactations, ‘“Envy’’ made over 17000 
lbs. of milk on two times milking. Her 
high day’s milk was 86.4 lbs., and in 
nine lactations she has a total milking 
credit of 137,632 pounds. She is not 
a large cow, nor a cow that looks like 
the star producer she is, but when it 
comes to taking feed and turning it 
into milk, few can keep up with her. 
“Envy” has been classified Excellent, 
has a son (“‘Envy’s Royal’’) in the herd, 
and has given birth to three daughters. 

Langmeadow Malana has always had 
a host of friends on and off the farm, 


and when she popped the lid off by 
milking 89 Ibs. on 2x for the tester, I 
thought we had hit the top. Now, 
Ted Binion, one of my test cowmen, 
predicts that this year she will go over 
the 110-lb. mark on 2x _ milking. 
‘““Malana”’ has produced 68,340 lbs. of 
milk in six lactations and has been 
classified Excellent. She is a dark- 
faced cow, with a deep middle, an al- 
most perfect rump, and a score card 
udder. She has two sons in service, 
and has two living daughters, Lang- 
meadow Nina, 12019—630—Sr4 
HIR—365—2x, and Colbys Gertie, 
13228 572 Sr3 HIR 305 

2x (pending). 

Langmeadow Madamoiselle is a 
large, deep-bodied, light-colored at- 
tractive cow that demands attention 
wherever she is seen. Harold Hayes, 
my herdsman, states that when he has 
this cow in the show ring he has the 
feeling that the best of the farm is 
behind him. In six lactations, ““Mad- 
amoiselle’’ has produced 81,179 Ibs. of 
milk on two-time milking, has been 
classified Excellent, and has in the herd 
an interesting female family. Her 
daughter, Colby’s Geraldine, has milk- 
ed up to 14163—623 as a two-year-old, 
365—2x, and now, in her second re- 
cord, is headed for over 15,000 Ibs. of 
milk, 305—2x. Mother, daughter and 
granddaughter all look alike—with the 
same general type characteristics and 
coloring. This aristocrat of the ‘‘Mon- 
archs” has found life a bit on the 
rugged side. She experienced a hard- 
ware operation and a peritonitis at- 
tack on successive calvings. She is an 
affable individual that is easily man- 
aged, but very business-like when 
there is feed to eat. She has three sons. 
Two are in service at the farm; one 
includes the full brother to ‘‘Gerald-

I think that Langmeadow Minnie, 
Excellent, is the greatest Guernsey cow 
of the breed today. Her records in 
milk production are as follows: Second 
in the breed as a Jr3; second in the 
breed, Jr4; third in the breed as a six- 
year-old, and her high day of 100.7 lbs. 
is a breed high. She has now com- 
pleted another record of 26695 lbs. of 
milk and 1461 Ibs. of fat, 8yrs—HIR 
365 — 2x. This adds the following 
firsts to Minnie’s already long list of 


top records: highest 2x milk record in 
the breed, high fat record in Guernsey 
and 


breed a of times milked, 


high 2x fat record for all breeds. 

The family around *'Minnie”’ is one 
of our largest. She has a younger 
full sister, Langmeadow Mirth, with 
52.286 lbs. of milk and one class leader 
record in four lactations, and 
ther younger sister, Langmeadow 
Mambi, with 54,286 lbs. of milk and 
one class leader record in five lacta- 
tions. ‘Minnie’ has 119,164 lbs. of 
milk in seven lactations and her best 
record has just become official. There 
are 12 females in the family, and we 
have two of her sons in_ service. 
‘Minnie’ is a medium-sized, almost 
solid colored, sleek-looking cow, with 
a nafrow white stripe down her face. 
She is even tempered, but determined, 
and with little time for anything except 
to try to satisfy an appetite that calls 
for about twice as much feed as the 
ordinary cow eats.

I realize that we cannot individually 
describe all of the “Monarch” daugh- 
ters, but there are three others that we 
should mention briefly. Langmeadow 
Martha, a full sister to the Lang- 
meadow Magar bull, has a VG classi- 
fication and has produced 47,427 lbs. 
of milk in four lactations. Lang- 
meadow Mabelle, another VG daugh- 
ter, has produced 64,687 Ibs. of milk in 
six lactations, and is a very sharp dairy 
individual. Langmeadow Moonglow 


is a deep-bodied, angular cow, that in 
six lactations has 68,744 Ibs. of milk to 
her credit. She now has a son in 
service at the Northern Station of the 
University of Minnesota. The lowest 
milker of the 28 “Monarch” daughters 
has produced 58,309 lbs. in seven 
lactations, all made on 305—2x but 
one.

know of to do this is through half 
brother and sister matings. 

We have launched this program, and 
so far the resules have been encourag- 
ing.

don’t know how these men can 
tell how much a cow will take free 
choice and not get sick. Ted says, 
“Let the cow talk to you. She knows 
what she wants to eat.” If he gives her 
beet pulp and she doesn’t eat it, he 
will bring in some grain or silage or 
something until he finds what it is she 
will eat.

times a day, just a little at a time, but 
often. 

The feed that we are using at pre- 
sent is ground corn, speltz (a form of 
wheat) and soybean meal. We have 
used commercial feeds with very good 
results, but are doing quite well with 
our own feeds. On our regular herd 
cows, we stay very close to the three 
to one ratio, and try to get 40 to 50 
lbs. of silage in each cow, besides 
some hay. On the test cows, we give 
the cow what she will eat, and a cow

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HE story, “The Best Investment 


I Ever Made,” as told to C. R. Huston 
by Howard H. Colby, Romeo, Mich., 
featured in this issue, tells of the tre- 
mendous contribution that the bull, 
Flying Horse Master’s Monarch, has 
made to the Colby Dale herd and to the 
Guernsey breed. This story also shows 
the influence of the Musical and Rose 
families on the breed. 


In 1936, Mr. Pingree purchased in 
the Alfalfa Farm Dispersal, Alfalfa 
Farm Flute, Alfalfa Farm Lute, Alfalfa 
Farm Primrose and Patricia Rose. A 
couple of years later, Catamount Mel- 
ody was purchased from Mr. Merrill, 
owner of Argilla Farm, by private 
treaty. “Flute,” “Lute,” ‘‘Primrose”’ 
and “Melody’’ were destined to be- 
come the foundation of what has be- 
come known as the great Musical 
family. Patricia Rose was the founda- 
tion of the Rose family, a female line 
that continues to exert an increasing 
amount of influence in the Flying 
Horse herd and on the breed. 

Realizing the tremendous influence 
of the right kind of cow families on 
any breeding program, Mr. Pingree, in 
1940, wisely decided to add additional 
power to his females from the Hilltop 
Farm Dispersal. At this time he select- 
ed Hilltop Butterfat Ellen, Hilltop 
Butterfat Ella, Hilltop Butterfat Bel- 


letta, Hilltop Butterfat Betsey, Hilltop 
Butterfat Amy, Hilltop Butterfat Clar- 
ise, a full sister to Hilltop Butterfat, 
and Hilltop Belle of Fashion.

Since 1936, Mr. Pingree has regis- 
tered 659 animals—-226 bulls and 433 
females. Of the 285 official produc- 
tion records that have been completed, 
36 have been class leading records and 
12 of the 36 have been National re- 
cords. Fifty-two cows at Flying Horse 
have finished AR test, and their 52 
records average 15234 lbs. of milk and 
791 Ibs. of fat. Only 12 of these 52 
records were made in the mature class. 
The Flying Horse herd now stands at 
145 head. 

In establishing the Flying Horse 
herd, Sumner Pingree showed great 
foresight and astute judgment by 
recognizing at the start of the program 
the importance of cow families and 
the necessity of employing capable

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T best, the improvement of dairy 
A cattle comes rather slowly. 
There are several reasons for 
this. For one, in no other class of 
livestock must selection be based upon 
so many individual and transmissable 
characters. Moreover, too few cows 
are on test, and many of those actually 
enrolled in one or more of the testing 
programs are handled in such a manner 
that their inheritedffability is{¥never 
truly measured. Improvement of any 
breed of dairy cattle depends greatly 
upon our ability to locate the best 
germ plasm. This calls for a strong 
testing program, one under which is 
provided an environment that will per- 
mit the cows’ genetic inheritance to 
express itself. Another reason for the 
relatively slow progress in dairy cattle 
improvement is that there are few 
truly great cattle breeders. Mere own- 
ership of registered cattle by a man 
does not make him a breeder. 

We are all guilty of singling out in- 
dividuals as proof of rapid and great 
progress in the improvement of pro- 
ductive ability of our breeds. New 
class leaders are dethroning the old 
champions with increasing frequency, 
it is true, and herd averages only 
dreamed of a few years ago are now 
being reported. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, individual cows and herds do not 
reflect the true state of the breeds; as a 
matter of fact, no dairy breed as a whole 
has shown any substantial increase in 
average production. This is a little 
alarming when we realize that pasture 
improvement programs and modern 
haying equipment have brought great 
improvement in the nutritional level 
provided our dairy cows. This im- 
provement in itself should bring a 
definite increase in production. Where 
is any improvement in the inherited 
productive ability of the cows them-

selves? We need to reappraise our 
breeding programs of the past so that 
we may chart better ones for the future. 


Disease-Control Plan 
Backfired 


Thirty years ago, disease was a major 
problem in the industry. Not only did 
we lack knowledge of dairy cattle 
diseases, but we had only few weapons 
with which to fight them. Infection of 
the udder was most common; few cows 
escaped. Many herds had to be de- 
stroyed while the productive efficiency 
of others was seriously lowered. The 
problem was, of course, a real one, and 
as a means of coping with it, breeders 
began selecting out of those families 
that matured rapidly with high pro- 
duction in heifer form. Whenever se- 
lection is based upon a single char- 
acter, however, sacrifices must usually 
be made in other often equally impor- 
tant characters. The price of this 
genetic fight against mastitis was high: 
with early maturity came the oversized 
udder that presented both a manage- 
ment and feeding problem. The pro- 
ductive efficiency of many early- 
maturing heifers declined rapidly as 
they grew older and, all too frequently, 
their mature production failed even to 
equal that which they made as heifers. 
These cows left our herds young in 
years but old in wear. 


Proved Sire Program 
Not Perfect 


At about this time, the proved sire 
program had its birth. Designed to 
single out and direct attention to those 
bulls capable of siring daughters with 
high production in heifer form, the 
program ignored type completely. 
Moreover, it sent many great bulls to

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the butcher because their two-year-old 
daughters failed to give them a plus 
proving. How often have I heard 
breeders cry about the bulls that would 
have put them in business had they not 
sent them to the butcher too early. 
Their two-year-old daughters failed to 
meet an arbitrary production standard. 
Two-year-old daughters of a bull 
should not starve their owner, to be 
sure; high producing heifers are both 
necessary and desirable. But they 
should be heifers that possess those 
characters their owner has come to 
associate with what it takes to make 
great aged cows, too. When produc- 
tion of two-year-old daughters of a 
bull seems disappointing, the owner 
should be sure to have a very careful 
look at them before deciding the fate 
of their sire. If, with their low pro- 
duction, the daughters are lacking in 
general dairy character, that is, if they 
are thick in the thighs, tight-ribbed and 
short-necked, there is little hope they 
will do much better. But if they are 
sharp, angular, and possess those strong 
milk characteristics associated with the 
making of great aged cows, the bull is 
worth saving, though perhaps retiring 
him for a time from service. Converse- 
ly, regardless of the productive level 
of a bull’s daughters, if there are major 
type defects in them that spell out a 
short productive life, he should be 
eliminated quickly. 

Unfortunately, many owners of reg- 
istered dairy cattle even today seem to 
think that the proving of a bull is a 
major accomplishment. They some- 
times appear to be more concerned 
about this than with the quality of the 
cows standing in their barns. The 
proved sire program has been so com- 
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pletely sold to breeders and owners of 
dairy cattle that it has blinded some to 
the realities of breeding great-produc- 
ing, long-lasting dairy cows. 

There are two ways of proving a bull 

one real, the other unreal. In the 
first, a breeder samples a bull with 
nothing else in mind but to measure 
the animal's ability to improve the 
standard of the herd. In the second, 
one starts out with the idea of proving 
a bull, 
peddling him; to obtain a desirable 
proving, the daughters not measuring 
up to the required standard are quickly 
eliminated. This practice is all too 
common. I have watched men develop 
gold medal bulls while their herds 
went skidding downhill. The problem 
confronting the breeder of dairy cattle 
is not proving a bull but rather raising 
the standard of his herd. Good bulls 
are, of course. essential to this, but 
only as they affect end results. No 
matter how favorable a proving one 
gets on a bull, the final measure is, 
“Did he improve the herd?” 

Selection of a herd sire is a challeng 
ing responsibility. It requires com- 
plete knowledge of the job to be done 
in a particular herd, and also knowl- 
edge of the breed. After critical study 
of his herd, the successful breeder 
searches out those bloodlines that 
should correct faults and at the same 
time preserve the desirable character- 
istics he has established. There is no 
mathematical formula that guarantees 
success; selection of the sire is usually 
accompanied by some disappoint- 
ments. This in itself has made owners 
of dairy cattle eager for some simple 
solution to a complex problem, a solu- 
tion that would relieve them of re 
sponsibility. So, with the development 
of artificial insemination and conse- 
quent birth of the bull rings, some 
owners of dairy cattle accepted a new 
breeding program almost without 
question. Cooperative artificial breed 
ing based upon proven sires was, and 
is, aimed at mass improvement. The 
individual was forgotten, and matings 
were left to chance. By the laws of 
probability, there was always a fair 
chance that the best cow in the herd 
would be mated to the poorest bull, or 
the cow with the poor legs to the bull 
known to sire bad feet, or the cow 
with an oversized udder to the bull 
siring a pendulous one. While the 
program held possibility for improv- 
ing common cows, it also seriously 
adulterated some of the top germ plasm 
of the breeds. Breeding programs 
that ignore the individual are not 
sound. Only as we improve the in 
dividual can we hope to improve the 
herd and finally the breed. Top cows 
of a breed are priceless; we cannot 
afford to leave their mating to chance. 
It is breeders’ responsibility to make 
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many times with the hope of 


sure that their superior animals are 
mated to the bulls that offer the best 
possibility for further improvement. 
It is from these extraordinary cows and 
cow families that we must select seed 
stock as the backbone of our future 
breeding programs. 

I believe that the management of 
most of the artificial breeding matings 
is becoming increasingly aware of the 
need for selective matings, especially 
as it relates to the better cows. Fortu- 
nately, frozen semen greatly simpli- 
fies the problem. By its use, service to 
a particular bull is possible any day in 
the year anywhere in the country. This 
is a really progressive step in breeding, 
and it should have far-reaching in- 
fluence. In any breeding program 
based upon selective matings, how- 
ever, the individual owner cannot 
dodge his or her responsibility. He 
must be a critic of his own herd and a 
student of the breed; he should never 
tire in his search for the best. 

In short, this is the breeder's prob- 
lem: he must search out those superior 
individuals and combine their blood 
to produce a more useful and a more 
beautiful cow. He must do it step by 


step, and he must never lose sight of 


the fact that the fundamental purpose 


of the dairy cow is the production of 


milk and butterfat. 


GREAT 


There has been misunderstanding of 
dairy type, too. Frequently the smooth, 
but tight-ribbed, thick-thighed and 
short-necked cow is pointed out as a 
show cow even though a failure at the 
pail. To the experienced dairy judge, 
such a cow is not a show animal; she 
lacks the dairy character that distin- 
guishes the milk cow from the beef 
cow. We can, of course, have great 
and useful dairy that are not 
show cows, but they all have true dairy 
character. 

Next to inherited productive ability, 
the udder ranks second as the basic 
dairy requirement. If many of the 
dairymen who have come to associate 
a large udder with a lot of milk would 
just take time to draw upon their own 
experiences, they would quickly realize 
that there is very little relationship 
between udder size and milk yield. 
This same experience would tell them 
that the large udder usually milks out 
slowly, requires prolonged stripping, 
is subject to excessive congestion at 
calving time, is more frequently in- 
jured, has a high rate of infection, and 
seldom lasts very long. 

We should revise our thinking on 
what we strive for in the udder. A lady 
gave me the best answer that I have 
ever heard on this when she told me 
she wanted bull from a cow that

Elements of Dairy 
Cow Excellence 


Productive inheritance is a “‘must.”’ 
No feeding or management practice 
can overcome a lack of it. Selection, 
however, based upon production alone 
is almost certain to fail: there are a 
number of type defects that, if serious, 
can wear destroy the apparent 
productive usefulness. The real rela- 
tionship of type to production has 
frequently been questioned. But stud- 
ies have been based largely upon heifer 
performance; and the only true meas- 
ure of the relationship between type 
and production is on lifetime per- 
formance. In my experience, without 
exception, the that been 
able to their productive 
efficiency to 10 and more years of age 
have been free of major type defects.

gave a heck of a lot of milk from a 
little bit of an udder’; she ‘‘didn’t 
have time to sit down and squeeze the 
milk out of those great big meaty 
udders.”” Hers was the voice of ex- 
perience; we should definitely select 
for a small udder of medium length in 
front, firm in both fore and rear at- 
tachments, held up close to the body 
and with extreme quality. Such udders 
usually milk out quickly and com- 
pletely. They will endure regardless of 
the amount of milk produced.

39th annual meeting in Concord on 
February 11.

Mack, who is 
also field representative for the promo- 
tion of the sale of GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milk in North and South Carolina, 
gave his annual report on sales, which 
showed a good increase for the year 
1957. With the use of charts, he point- 
ed out just what the premium meant 
in dollars to producers, and what those 
dollars would do. He showed that 
premiums paid to farmers would: 1, 
have paid the registration costs on 
seven times more cattle than were 
registered in both North and South 
Carolina last year; 2, have paid for the 
classification of 49,944 head of cattle; 
3, have purchased land, buildings, 
cattle and equipment for an 80-cow 
dairy; 4, have paid for a college educa- 
tion for 50 farm youth. Mack pointed 
out to the group that plants today need

Her last record makes 
her the National record holder as a 
senior four-year-old in the 305C—2x 
division, with 17314 Ibs. of milk and 
860 Ibs. of fat. As a Jr2—-365C—2x, 
“Moonbeam” produced 16414 Ibs. of 
milk and 766 lbs. of fat, and as a Sr3 
305C—2x, she made 17982 lbs. of milk 
and 816 Ibs. of fat. The records were 
made as a regular member of the 
Normandy herd, standing in one of the 
regular tie stalls, and receiving the 
regular ration provided the rest of the 
herd. She was milked by machine by 
Minor Jarrett, who also feeds, milks 
and cares for the entire milking herd. 
This great cow classified Excellent in 
1957. 


The sire of Normandy Moonbeam 
is Blakeford Transfer, the senior herd 
sire. Bred at Blakeford Farm, Queens- 
town Md., “‘Transfer’’ is a son of 
Blakeford Tranquil, twice Excellent, 
with five records up to 15706 lbs. of 
milk and 748 lbs. of fat, CC, 3x. She 
has three AR sons and four AR daugh- 
ters, including Blakeford Tranquility 
and Blakeford Treasure. Purchased as 
a six-months-old calf, March 24, 1950, 
“Transfer’’ was used heavily at Norm- 
andy. Twenty-seven ‘‘Transfer’’ 
daughters have completed 36 records, 
all 2x except one. All were tested as 
they calved, none were culled out. 
Four daughters have five class leading 
records, actual average, 10975 Ibs. of 
milk and 551 Ibs. of fat. Frozen semen 
from Blakeford Transfer is available to 
any breeder through COBA. 


Twenty-eight daughters of “Trans- 
fer’ have been classified, all above the 
line, and have included four that were 
Excellent, 16 Very Good and eight 
Desirable.

that takes 30 to 40 Ibs. of grain is not 
unusual. 

My present manager, Howard Rain- 
ier, isa good farmer and has stepped up 
the tonnage of silage and hay we make. 
He feels toward the cows like he feels 
toward his family—he does everything 
he can to see that they have the best 
feed, the most attention possible, and 
a comfortable, peaceful home. 

If I were asked to give advice on 
how to breed good cattle, | would pass 
on these thoughts. I would pick a bull 
by a very good sire out of a big proven 


breeding cow that has a milk record of 


5000 Ibs. more on 
herd average. I would use the bull 
across the board. If his daughters 
lived up to expectations, | would pick 
a second bull from another strong cow 
in the same female family. This one, 
if possible, should be out of a cow that 
had milked 7000 lbs. more milk than 
my original herd average. 

A bull can pass on only what is in 
his ancestry. If your herd ‘has all cows 
you consider real good, the chances 
are you'll breed great cows. While luck 
may have played an important role in 
my results, here is the summary of my 
$4,500 investment. Resold the bull for 
$4,000 after using him three years 
sold progeny for $15,000. Own 28 of 
his daughters, two of his sons, and 
many granddaughters. His daughters 
have given me over 2,000,000 Ibs. of 
milk that can be worth whatever you 
are getting for milk. He has given me 
13 class leaders, two national records 
and more coming. Two of his grand- 
daughters have sold for $3,600 and 
$3,350. Three have made class leading 
records of 17,935, 15,000 and 22,800 
Ibs. high milk. 

On top of all of this, my personal 
satisfaction of owning and developing 
the bull has been great. I am very 
thankful for having gone along with 
him.

finger, ve bred for length of teat that 
would permit use of the full hand. 
Thereupon, frequently, as the cow 
matured, these teats became too large. 
As the milking machine replaced the 
hand milker, the problem was com- 
pletely reversed; a large, long teat 
just does not milk out well with a 
machine. A teat of medium length set 
neatly onto the udder floor with no 
funneling of the quarter is what is 
desired. Funneling of the quarter into 
the teat frequently produces a pocket 
that does not milk out. When this 
occurs, it becomes necessary to mas- 
sage the quarter upward to dump the 
milk out. This is a time-consuming 
task which, if not done, is almost 
certain to produce udder trouble. 

Legs and feet come next in impor- 
tance of dairy cattle attributes and 
anatomy. A sore-footed or crippled- 
leg cow cannot produce a top efh- 
ciency; leg defects also greatly in- 
crease labor. Most of us think of 
crooked legs when poor ones are men- 
tioned. In recent years, however, I 
have come to rank the very straight, or 
post, leg as just as serious a fault as the 
crooked leg. The with very 
straight legs cannot withstand con- 
finement. Frequently there is swelling 
of the joints, followed by lameness. A 
severe trembling of the muscles in the 
hind quarters is common as she gets 
up. As we view the leg from the side, 
there should be enough set to provide 
a springlike action to the joint. When 
viewed from the rear, the legs should 
be set well apart to provide room for 
the udder, and they should be lined up 
in a plane with the body. A common 
fault is for the feet to turn outward and 
the hocks inward. When this occurs, 
the cow cannot move with a straight 
easy stride. The udder will be pushed 
first in one direction and then in the 
other as she walks. You can imagine 
and probably recall what happens when 
the cow runs. The foot itself is impor- 
tant, It should be of at least 
medium size, with good depth at the 
heel. Spread toes are a serious fault 
and are transmitted from generation 
to generation.

I would hesitate to use 
any bull from a family known to carry 
this defect regardless of the productive 
level. 

Next comes constitutional strength. 
The production of large quantities of 
milk represents hard work, and those 
weak-headed, narrow-chested cows tire 
easily and wear out rapidly. Size is also 
important, but it can be overempha- 
sized. Size at the expense of quality is 
undesirable. Other things being equal, 
however, the large cow will excell. 


Breeding and Feeding 


In addition to type, we must pay 
much greater attention in the future to 
breeding efficiency than we have in the 
past. There is increasing evidence that 
much of our breeding trouble may be 
the result of inheritance. This is 
particularly important in the selection 
of our breeding bulls. 

Good cows require a feeding and 
Management opportunity that is as 
good or better than their inherited 
ability. A 600-pound fat cow will 
produce 600 pounds only where given 
an opportunity. In many herds, the 
cows are better than the opportunity 
provided them. 

Many dairymen are so busy taking 
cate of their daily tasks that they can- 
not or will not take time to work out 
a planned breeding program. To 
meet this need, some of the artificial 
breeding rings might well consider the 
use of fieldmen. With a knowledge of 
the bulls in service—their faults as well 
as their strong points—they could 
study the herds of patrons and lay out 
breeding programs that hold the best 
chances of producing results. I am 
talking about true counsellors, not 
just some other men on the road try- 
ing to sell semen. With frozen semen, 
there is no longer any excuse for a herd 
with its 20 heifers sired by 18 different 
bulls. Improvement in our dairy 
breeds can come only from continued 
attention to individuals. It is out of 
them that great herds, great breeds, 
great dairy cattle have been developed. 
It always has been so and will be in 
the future.

When you pasture milking cows, plan their feeding program 
from the start to avoid costly “summer slump.”

vitamin D 
nutrition 


What does vitamin D do when I feed it to my livestock? 


Vitamin D prevents rickets and helps livestock use calcium and phosphorous properly and effi- 
ciently for building sound bones and meeting other body needs related to rapid growth, efficient 
feed utilization, good fleshing and well-being of the animal. 


What happens if my livestock do not get enough vitamin D? 


Symptoms of severe deficiency (rickets) are stiffness, bowed legs, arched back, swollen joints, 
difficulty in lying down or moving about, hair coat dull and coarse, and over-all appearance of 
unthriftiness. Mild or borderline deficiencies which do not cause symptoms severe enough to be 
noticed occur far more frequently and are the ones that cause the greatest loss in profits through 
slower growth and poorer feed utilization. 


Won’t my livestock get enough vitamin D from sunshine and hay? 


Sometimes they will, but sunshine and hay are highly variable and unpredictable sources of 
vitamin D. Feeds adequately fortified with vitamin D provide protection. Look for the words 
“Irradiated Dry Yeast’ on the feed tag. 


Do dairy cows need vitamin D? 


Yes. Work at the South Dakota Experiment Station showed that dairy cows become stiff, lame, 
develop swollen joints, arched back, difficulty in moving about or lying down, fail to come into 
heat, and have weak calves with poorly mineralized bones and rickets-like appearance. There 
was also evidence of poor appetite and marked decrease in milk production. 


Can Milk Fever be prevented? If so, how? 


e Yes. Fifteen years of research at the Ohio Agricultural Experiment Station have resulted in a 
highly effective method of prevention. 


1. Feed 30,000,000 units of vitamin D, daily, preferably in two equal feedings, for 5 to 7 days 
before calving. 2. Provide plenty of calcium and phosphorous. 3. Discontinue feeding the vitamin 
D, at the end of 7 days even though cow has not calved. 4. If calving occurs before the vitamin D, 
has been fed for 6 days, feeding may be continued for 1 day after calving.
